HOW THE TWO-VOTE COUNTIES SUFFER. 


Attention is called in the following card to the fact that in recently com- 
menting on the effect of the new primary plan upon the country counties of 
the state, The Constitution made no reference to the proportionate reduction 
in convention representation suffered by the twenty-six counties to which 
the state constitution gives two votes in the lower house of the general 
assembly.

The truth of the 
matter is, the two-representative counties are affected almost as much as the 
one-representative counties. 

Indeed, the counties with two representatives in the general assembly are 
affected so seriously in their proportionate loss of representation that it is no 
wonder they are making common cause with the small counties in their fight 
against this flagrant outrage on their rights. T. S. DAVIS. 


While The Constitution at that time discussed the matter particularly as 
affecting the 113 one-vote counties, it was not unmindful of the fact that 
the twenty-six counties referred to were likewise caught in the net. 

For it is obvious that they suffer a loss of voice in state affairs in direct 
proportion as their voting population stands to that of the three-vote, or the 
most populous, counties of the state. 

Take Coweta county, for example, whose voting strength, as disclosed 
in the last primary, is approximately 2,000. Under the new plan it has just 
one-fifth the voice of Fulton, which cast approximately 10,000 votes, while 
the old plan gave it four convention votes to Fulton’s six—two-thirds the 
Strength of Fulton’s. 

In other words, Coweta loses by the new process two-thirds minus one-fifth 
of its representation as compared with Fulton, or an actual loss of seven- 
fifteenths, or about one-half of its former voice in state affairs. 

Go through the entire list of the twenty-six, and a similar proportion of 
loss will be discovered. ; 

Fulton now possesses five times the strength of Coweta, in place of only 
one and one-third times as much, which it has heretofore exercised. 

It is apparent, therefore, that the twenty-six two-vote counties, which are

KILL MOSQUITOE 


Will Try to Raise the Money 
Needed, 


AMOUNT NEEDED IS $5,000 


Chairman Grant, of Council Finance 
Committee, Is Out of the City 
and the Mayor Will Talk 
With Him as Soon as 
He Returns, 


Mayor Joyner has taken up the fight 
against the disease breeding mosquito. 
He says that something must be done 
to keep Atlanta free from the dangerous 
and troublesome insect. 

Councilmen John W. Grant, of the 
fihance committee of the general council, 
is .usent from the city, and it could 
not be ascertained during the day ex- 
actly what might be done to secure thé 
necessary $5,000 with which to wage 
war on mosquitoes. He will return to 
the city on Monday, and will probably 
call his committee together before coun- 
cil meets on Monday, May |8. At that 
time the ways and means for fighting 
mosquitoes may be devised, and the war 
begun. 

The health department says the fight 
must begin at once, as the mosquito 
has already put in its appearance. The 
board of health will meet next Friday 
afternoon, and this matter will doubt- 
less come up for discussion. 

Will Help in the Fight. 


Mayor Joyner says he can be counted 
upon to do all he oan to see that the 
money to fight mosquitoes is secured. 

“I didn't take much stock in this mos- 
quito business at first,’’ says the mayor, 
“but since the experiment hag been 
made and proven successful, I believe 
it is our duty to assist the health de- 
partment in getting rid of the nuisance. 
I now believe that mosquitoes breed 
disease, and that the use of oll will stop 
them propagating to a great extent. [I 
don't know exactly where the money isa 
to come from, but Chairman Grant can 
probably scrape it up. I will have @ 
talk with him as soon as he returns 
to the city, and ask him to cahH his com- 
mittee together as soon as possible. The’ 
health department says that mosquitoed 
create sickness, and that being the case 
there is nothing left for us to do but to 
assist it in the work it has planned. The 
amount of money needed is small, con- 
sidening the benefits to be derived from 
its expenditure.’’ 

Nothing can be done until Chairman 
Grant returns to the city. The health 
officers are ready and anxious to begin 
the work of spreading oil on the 
lakes, pools and sewers in the city. In 
this way the breeding of mosquitoes can 
be stopped, and the health of the city 
protected.
